DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledged Receipt 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Substitute specification, and Amendment A to the claims, 
all of which were filed on July 19, 2001 . The above have been considered and entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

4. The prior art of record motivates a one skilled in the art to manufacture a projection tube 
having a first neck portion connected to the funnel portion and has a first outer diameter and a 
second neck portion which accommodates an electron gun having a focus electrode and an anode 
electrode and has a second neck outer diameter, and the first outer diameter is smaller than the 
second outer diameter, and the electron gun emits a single electron beam to the phosphor screen, 
a maximum operating voltage of more than 25 kV. 

5. However, the prior art of record fails to disclose or motivate a projection tube having the 
above limitations, and further comprising: 

a, the focus electrode and the anode electrode being disposed within the 
second neck portion; or 

b. a deflection yoke which deflects the electron beam is mounted on the first 
neck portion having the first neck outer diameter.
